An examination has been completed of the books of 
account and records of the town of Willimantic for the 
municipal year ended February 28, 1945. 

Insofar as could be determined, all revenues were 
properly recorded and monies received promptly de- 
posited. Expenditures were reviewed to the extent 
deemed advisable and supporting vouchers were on file. 

Exhibits and Schedules are submitted which, in our 
opinion, properly reflect the financial status of the 
town. 


CASH, $2,800.84 

All monies to the close of the municipal year had 
been deposited with the Guilford Trust Company and 
the town records reconcile with the bank statement of 
February 28, 1945. 


TAXES—PROPERTY AND POLL, $198.55 

The tax commitment was found to be in agreement 
with the Assessors’ records. The total commitment 
was accounted for by cash, abatements, or unpaid 
taxes as reflected by the records of the Tax Collector. 

The balance of the 1943 taxes had been collected in 
full but no payments were received on tax liens during 
the current year. 

The excise tax collections were checked from the 
triplicate copies of the receipts and the amounts speci- 
fied found deposited with the Treasurer. 
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NOTES RECEIVABLE, $470.74 

This account represents mortgage notes given to the 
town on real estate and a note, dated in 1941, for hos- 
pital aid. The mortgage note is being collected but no 
payments have been reported as received for the aid 
rendered. 


TRUST FUNDS, $2,075.00 

An examination was made of the investments for 
the Cemetery and School Funds and all income ap- 
peared to have been properly accounted for. By an 
appropriation $40.00 was added to the School Fund 
during the current year. 


NET SURPLUS, $2,150.69 

_As of the close of the municipal year, there was a 
Net Surplus in the amount of $2,150.69, as compared 
with a Net Surplus of $2,309.55 shown a year previous. 
This represents a loss of $158.86, analysis of which is 
shown on Exhibit E. 


GENERAL 

An examination was made of the payrolls and 
vouchers and they appeared to be proper charges and 
correctly recorded. 

Only the distribution book had been posted but 
starting the 1945 year, the Selectmen’s ledger is being 
used. 

Records were maintained for Withholding Tax de- 
ductions and the monies found forwarded to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. 

The records of dog licenses issued by the Town Clerk 
showed collections of $29.60, which amount had been 
forwarded to the State Treasurer. 

Verifications as deemed necessary were made of the 
asset ‘and liability accounts.

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Report of Superintendent | 
of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 

Annually, at this season, we concern ourselves with 
appraising the work of the past year, stock-taking to 
determine our present position, and finally, planning 
the work of the new year. We are entering a period in 
which, on local, state, and federal levels, the term 
“planning” is rapidly becoming a watchword of sound 
administration. We are all stockholders and directors 
in the largest business in the world, namely, that of 
public education. Planning has always been funda- 
mental to business success, and our particular business 
can claim no exception. 

Bulletin reports issued by the state department show 
that the additional subsidy allocated to towns in De- 
cember under the provisions of the new MacKinnon bill 
has accomplished untold good in the personnel crisis 
the state was facing. With the supplementary aid 
enabling communities to improve salary schedules, the 
impact of conditions on educational opportunities for 
children and on the financial status. of teachers would 
have been serious beyond measure. 

However, the events of the past year, together with 
national trends which daily become more significant, 
indicate that these gains may be in part temporary and 
that they are rapidly being nullified. Living costs are 
constantly mounting, and price control and wages are 
being revised upward. 

It was generally anticipated that the end of the war 
would bring. about some improvement in the avail- 
ability of trained teachers. Such has not been the 
case. Instead, the shortage is becoming increasingly 
critical as teachers leave their positions to marry or to 
resume life as homemakers.

An overall view of the situation leads to the inevi- 
table conclusion that many communities must give ser- 
ious consideration to a 1946 budget which will include 
substantial salary increases to teachers. In this way 
only can citizens be assured of a reasonable educa- 
tional opportunity for their children. 

The school situation in Willimantic presents several 
problems. Any one of these might cause the closing of 
one or more of the schools. For the last four years 
your school officials have been unable to find trained 
teachers for the schools. For two years the schools 
were maintained by being able to employ cadet teach- 
ers from the normal schools. For the last two years 
the officials have been able to find only high school 
graduates for teachers. The superintendents of 
schools do not know at this time whether or not towns 
will be permitted to employ untrained teachers in 
schools for another year. Your attention has already 
been called to the fact that there has been no improve- 
ment so far in the availability of trained teachers. 

Given below is a copy of a letter received from the 
state department last October the contents of which 
the citizens of the town should know when making 
school plans. Probably the only reason there has been 
to date for maintaining all three schools has to do with 
the problem of providing suitable school conveyance. 
That has been the information supplied the state de- 
partment. 


Dear Mr. Sidelinger: 


On your town of Willimantic Report of Public 
School System for the 1944-1945 school year you 
have listed the schools with an enrollment of 10.11 
and 10 respectively. It seems that possibly at least 
one of these units could be closed and the pupils 
absorbed in the other schools without employing ad- 
ditional teachers.

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Since Chapter 151, Section 201 of the Maine Law 
makes the Commissioner of Education responsible 
for approving each position on which the maximum 
teaching position subsidy is to be paid in December, 
this office desires all possible information which will 
justify the above listed schools as essential units. 


Will you please supply me with that information 
as soon as possible?

If trained teachers can be found for the schools, and 
the Commissioner of Education approves of maintain- 
ing the three units in the town, you have then the 
problem of providing funds for maintaining the schools. 
The state subsidy allocated to the town in December 
for elementary school purposes should be approxi- 
mately $1300. This state fund with an annual appro- 
priation of $2250 would provide, after deduction for 
fuel and janitor purposes, a salary of only $1000 per 
teacher. When trained teachers become available the 
town must be in a position to pay a salary $1100 or 
more to its teachers. 

There has been a change in the age at which begin- 
ning pupils are being admitted to schools. In the pub- 
lic schools of the state only those children who will 
become at least 6 years of age on December 31 of the 
school year shall be admitted to grade 1. With the 
start of this school year all of the beginning children 
entering the schools of the town will enter as first 
grade pupils. In order to admit children at an earlier 
age the school must offer the plan for the subprimary 
grade as outlined in the elementary school curriculum. 
It does not seem possible to carry on the subprimary 
work as thus outlined in the small rural schools.

SCHOOL FUNDS AND APPROPRIATIONS 


We may prepare the school budget this year on the 
basis of present schedules and plan to make use of 
funds now available for all additional funds that may 
be needed for the coming year. On the basis of the 
present schedules for teachers’ salaries, fuel and jan- 
itor purposes the cost for these purposes for the com- 
ing year is $3550. Any cost over that sum may be 
paid from funds now available, providing none of the 
fund is used otherwise. In case one of the schools is 
closed during the year any of the funds available for 
elementary school purposes may be used for providing 
school conveyance. 

There are seven pupils now attending some secon- 
dary school. It seems now that we can reasonably look 
for at least seven pupils to attend some such school this 
coming year. The present annual cost for tuition 
amounts to $675. On the basis of payment of that 
amount in tuition the town will receive in state funds 
in December $450. The annual cost for textbooks is 
$50 or $60. About the same amount is usually used for 
school supplies. Money will, also, be needed to renew 
the insurance on two of the school buildings. 

There are many things that could be done on and 
about the school buildings, providing all of the build- 
ings will continue to be used. Two years ago money 
was raised for purchasing and setting new windows 
at the No. 2 school building. Because we have not been 
able to purchase the new windows that work has never 
been done. Then forty or fifty dollars is needed annu- 
ally for minor repairs, fixtures and material for the 
buildings. Should a change be made so that only two 
buildings will be used after this year for school pur- 
poses, some changes will need to be made at the build- 
ings used. It might be possible that more money than 
is now available for repairs will be needed for the com- 
ing year.
